The statement above mirrors our pride. Yes, it is OUR cup. It 
runneth over and was earned by a superb team effort against the 
odds. That is the essence of cup-tie football. 

At the moment of victory at Glympic Park, the only disappointment 
was to see just 12 spectators sporting Newcastle colours. Gh thet 


the victory could have been watched by many,many more. Cur 


supporters deserved to see it — and our team deserved to have it 
seen. 

The choice of venue —- Melbourne Croatia's home ground, Olympic 
Park,- and the refusal of the National League to set the match 


for Newcastle, sparked off extensive controversy and criticism as 
to why another ground, in particular Lake Macquarie,ywas not 
considered instead of Harker Oval. 

We would Like to make one thing very clear. The match was always 
going to be set down in Melbourne and we were aware of that fact 
before we won the semi-final ‘against Leichhardt. Cur match 
programme on 18th August, in attempting to give explanation as to 
why the semi-final had been taken from Newcastle, closed with the 
paragraph:- "We apologise to our supporters. We intend to go to 
Sydney on the 298th August and win. A fortnight Later we would 
have to go to Melbourne to play the final." 

Olympic Park, Melbourne, in our opinion, is the best soccer pitch 
on this continent. It is an honour to play there.The National 
League Cup Final was always intended to be played there. But 
there was one horrible snag for the NSL when Melbourne Croatia 
beat Footscray in the other semi-final.It is Meelbourne Croatia's 
home’ ground! The NSL had even insisted on "neutral" venues for 
the semi-finals of the National Youth Cup.We had to play our 
Youth: Cup semi at Sydney Athletic Field when our seniors were not 
15 minutes away at Barton Park —- which would have been a neutral 
goounddfoéerbothhoursetvessanaddour opponents, S¥dnay) Cloatiag. 


IfwwehhddmmadennoaapproachttohhavettheFFinaliian NewcasttettbeNNSL 


had one hell of a problem. We unwittingly helped the NSL out of 
it's embarrassment by proposing Harker Oval. We proposed Harker 
Oval for the final because it is a ground from which NBN 3 can 
easily televise. Glasgow Rangers v Australia at Macquarie Field 
was a huge success because of the promotion on NBN 3. Without 
that kind of promotion you just cannot succeed nowadays. Qur 
approach to the NSL, in desperation to have the match in 
Newcastle, was quite simple — let the 0/28 network use NBN a 15@) 
televise the match Live on the 0/28 network from Newcastle. It 
could not be done Live from Melbourne because Melbourne is part 
of the O/28 network, With that kind of approach we would have 
hoped, because NBN stood to make a quid,NBN would have promoted 
the match because we gertainly don't have that kind of money to 
do it ourselves. It was a good idea,and we are not really sure 
why it wasn't accepted. The NSL then threw in it's opinions on 
Harker Oval and thankfully put the match where it had always been

set down for — Olympic Park, Melbourne, No argument needed about 
"neutral" ground, After all,we had had our chance hadn't we? Such 
a pity about the surface at Harker Qval! Rather cruelly the NSL 
then threw in the red-herring regarding Macquarie Field. Se the 
NSL got off the hook —- and dumped us into the frying pan of Local 
controversy. And didn't we cop heaps? But we headed where we 
were always going to have to go — Olympic Park. And what fools we 
were to force ourselves in the direction of Melbourne by not 
using Macquarie Field? What bull.,Once upon a time there was a 
club called Naweasele Ke  Untwecdsencanadnooo soc sll muper 
arguements aside, it didn't survive using grounds it had no 
control over. We thank Lake Macquarie for it's offer, no offence. 
Your facilities are far better than ours. Your offer and concern 
were probably very genuine so that the match could be played in 
this area, But we would Like everyone to realise that we have had 
to spend, and find, $50,000 to reach the position where you could 
make that offer, We need the oppotunity to make our finances on 
our own facility,on big matches such as this, Otherwise the next 
bedtime story will be "once upon a time there was a club called 
Newcastle Rosebud Unitedssaaencnae'! ‘ 
In that vein, our choice of Harker Oval was also political. At 
that time, we had no assurance that we could complete our seasony 
or start 1985, at Adamstown Oval. Alderman Vic Belly President of 
Newcastle Junior Soccer Association,in his motion to Newcastle 
City Council Works Committee against extended use of Adamstown 
Oval by Newcastle Rosebud United, said "heswould not stand by and 
see any sportsman disadvantaged", We've got news for Ald.Bell,. At 
the Level we are playing at we are very much disadvantaged. 
Adamstown Oval is home,sweet home,and is as good a soccer ground 
as there is in Newcastle. Come with us sometime Ald.Bell to 
Hindmarsh Stadium or the Athletic Field in Adelaidey Bruce 
Stadium in Canberra or Olympic Park in Melbourne. Have a Look at 
thee fulli sizecartificiak!surfacecatithacAustratiannIinstitutecof 
SSpott oor tthe pprivatéty oownédogerouddsaat&BartonPPakkoorMMétita 
Eagles, Come took at Perry Park or Richlands in Brisbane. Then 
take a good hard look at one of Newcastle's "best". soccer fields 
at Adamstown Oval and welcome the visiting teams to our supreme 
facility! Feel ashamed Ald,Bell. We are. And so should Newcastle 
City Council. Other cities find the money and campaign for State 
and Federal grants. Why not Newcastle? Why not a Lottery for 
Sport run by Newcastle City Council. An Opera House was built 
that way in Sydney, 
What amazed us, Listening to the twin debates in City Council on 
No.1 Sportsground and Adamstown Oval was the attitude that cost 
waS paramount on the Sportsground as there are now very few 
events to bring the Council a profitable 15% Levy for the upkeep. 
When we attempt to discuss our contribution to Adamstown Oval and 
the amount soccer is playing in 15% Levy, we are told that that 
isn't taken into account? Fair go boys = you can't have it both 
Ways, As we've pointed out there is money available immediately
